EMERGENCY FUNDS 
ARE BUDGET ‘JOKER’ 


Extent of Special Needs 
Can’t Be Determined 
Yet But Total Will Run 
Well Above 5 Billions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—(7)—~ 
The administration will ask congress 
for appropriations of at least $5,375,- 
000,000 at the coming session of con- 
gress and the ultimate figure may be 
six billions or more, 

This became apparent today as 
President Roosevelt’s aids added up 
minimum estimates for emergency ex- 
penditures and found’ they totaled 
$2,775,000,000 without figuring in a 
cent for the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion, whose requirements cannot be 
forecast at this time. ‘To that sum 
they added $2,600,000,000 of budget 
bureau estimates for the ordinary gov- 
ernmental operating expenses during 
the next fiscal year.

By that time, 
the administration hopes that the pub- 
lie works program will be able to ab- 
sorb gradually those now cared for by 
the civil works plan. 

Praises Cummings. 

Meanwhile, Acting Secretary Mor- 
genthau, of,the treasury, disturbed at 
continuing newspaper dispatches of 
dissension between himself and his 
subordinates, called reporters to his 
office for a special press conference, 
He praised the work of Walter J. 
Cummings, chairman of the bank de- 
posit insurance corporation, and exe 
pressed the hope that he would stay 
with the treasury as long as he him- 
self continues as its chief, 

Cummings is planning to retire soon 
after January 1 to assume an import- 
ant post with a Chicago bank. Thomas 
Hewes, assistant secretary, resigned 
yesterday because of friction between 
himself and Morgenthau resulting from 
orders by the latter virtually stripe 
ping him of his responsibilities.

CLARITY IS URGED 
IN SECURITIES AUT 


Roosevelt Backs Fletch- 


er’s Views on Desired 
Reform in Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 13.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt believes that any 
revision of the new securities act 
should be directed only toward clari- 
fying its provisions. 

This expressed attitude today was 
expected by the administration to 
terminate all speculation over modifi- 
cation of the legislation at the forth- 
coming congressional session. 


The view previously had been 
voiced by Chairman Fletcher of the 
senate banking committee that the 
only changes desirable were those to 
make the law clearer and more diffi- 
cult to evade. 

The law was enacted at the special 
session to protect the public against 
fraud in the issuance of securities. 
There have been recurrent rumors re- 
cently that substantial changes were 
in prospect. 

One of the most controversial fea- 
tures of the legislation has been the 
provision that holds all concerned in 
issuing securities liable for any mis- 
statements of fact in so far as their 
truth could reasonably be ascertain- 
ed. Opponents of the act have con- 
tended the liability provisions was not 
clear in what reasonable means. 

Critics argued that the act imposed 
a fiduciary responsibility, such as that 
of a trustee of a funds holds, where- 
as the responsibility should be that of 
a “prudent man.” Proponents have 
replied such a change would weaken 
the act. 

A more exact definition of what a 
dealer is has been suggested in some 
circles. As the bill now stands, vir- 
tually every person selling securities 
is a dealer and is as liable for any 
misstatement as any member of the 
issuing group. 

Some opponents have contended the 
very small dealer should be eliminated 
except for his own statements of fact. 
Proponents have replied that the size 
of a dealer i is ; unimportant.

At any rate, he had 
some sort of prior lien on the boy. 

I recall also that he was signed with the agreement that he 
was to get 25 per cent of his sale price in the event he was sold 
to the major leagues. There were some quiet smiles at that 
among the baseball reporters present. That is an old gag with 
the owners. They offer a kid so much to sign and dangle 
that bait before him. 

It’s all right. It’s up to the kid. If he does go well 
he will get real money. But all of us saw several long 
years of minor league play before Luke Appling at that 
time. 
| recall the first afternoon he stepped into the lineup. He 

got a base hit that day. From then on he was barely in there, 
just hanging on. Johnny Dobbs often debated the problem. 
The boy was doubtful. Dobbs was trying to finish in the first 
division. Applying stayed. 

He was always a question mark. Even when the 
relatively surprising news came that he had been sold 
to the White Sox for $20,000 cash and a ball player 
valued at $5,000 there was some doubt locally about 
his ability to stick up there. 

He had one year on the bench and off it, about half and 


half. 


And then he found himself. Last year he was the 
best young shortstop in the major leagues. He piled 

up a great average in all departments of play. 

No saya of baseball is more inspiring than this one of the 
Atlanta boy who had but one season in the minors, going from 
college ball to the majors in one brief hurdle. 

It seems but yesterday that he followed the waddling Wal- 
ton into the park, a gawky, timid kid with big hands that he 
couldn’t find a place for until he reached for that pen to sign 
on the dotted line. 


THE BASEBALL TRADE WINDS. 


It seems that the banks are about to take over the ball 
clubs. This would seem, to some harsh critics who do not love 
our bankers, to be a case of simple justice. The bankers do 
not know what grief is until they try running a ball club. 

The sad case of the Athletics, reputedly one of the 
richest baseball prizes, is an indication of what is hap- 
pening in baseball. Despite recent pennants and 
world’s championships, the Philadelphia Athletics are 
so badly off financially that they were forced to sell 
their most valuable chattels. 
lf this is true of the Athletics it is even more indicative 

of what most of the smaller major leagues clubs must be try- 
ing to muddle through. } 

And when one reflects on the case of the minor 
leagues the situation is really alarming. 

Only at the Boston Red Sox office, where Tom Yawkey 
has several millions of dollars he is willing to toss into the 
gamble, and at New York, where Colonel Jake Ruppert’s brew- 
ery and ball club are both making money, is there any use of 
black ink. 

Time was when the Brooklyn club was rich in finan- 
cial resources. But that was before they got smart and 
fired Your Uncle Wilbert Robinson and his daffiness 
boys. They fired Your Uncle Wilbert and they sold 
Dazzy Vance and Babe Herman. And the club did no 
better and the fans stayed away very enthusiastically 
indeed. 

The fact is that baseball is in a bad way. The owners nave 
fiddled while Rome burned. Last year they ruined the trade 
with bargain double-headers and other schedule subterfuges. 
They have tried circus lemagade and all sorts of fol-de-rol. 
And meanwhile things were going from bad to worse. 


| A FEW RECOMMENDATIONS, 

Baseball has always pointed with pride to the fact that the 
‘rules haven’t changed radically since the batter had the right 
to choose which ball he would hit. 

And they pointed with scorn to the football rules 
which were changed so frequently that the ink was 
hardly dry on the rule books before new ones were 
being ordered. 

But football played to a 40 per cent increase in attendance 
last season. And baseball played to empty benches and rusty 
turnstiles. 

Unless the 1934 summer produces more baseball in- 
terest, the game will really be in jeopardy. 

The ball players are largely to blame, having become ac- 
customed to doing simply a job of work in which there were 
few elements of more than mechanical competitive interest. 

A number of changes have been recommended. 
One is a uniform baseball. This should be adopted by 
all baseball leagues, majors and minors. 

The fans know that most hitting records are phoney. The 
lively ball is used in one league and 
Still other leagues have a super-lively ball. 

The hitting records have come to mean but little. 
A .300 average used to be a badge of honor. Now it 
is just another set of figures. 

Along with the standard ball 
run distance. A home run may 
275 in another.

A finesse is a maneuver for posi- 
tion and the method of play that wiil 
missing honor or honors is favorable. 

It has already been pointed out that 
in honor combinations held in se- 
quence every card, both in declarer’s 
and dummy’s hand or ‘in the hands 
of the adversaries, is of equal value. 


Therefore so far as the declarer is 
concerned, if he holds king-queen- 
knave of a suit, it is a matter of indif- 
gain a trick if the position of the 
ference which one of these three cards 
he plays to the trick. Either the card 
led will win the trick or will force 
out the only higher card—namely, 
the ace. However, we are not always 
so fortunate as to hold our honor 
cards in sequence. Many honor com- 
binations are held in what is general- 
ly described as “tenaces’”—that is, in 
such combinations as ace-queen-small, 
king-knave-small, queen-ten-small and 
the like. When our honors are held 
in these combinations, in order to 
realize the full value of their trick 
taking potentialities, we must ma- 
neuver for position.

the ace and subsequently lead 
queen, we can capture but one trick 
in the suit, regardless of the position 
of the outstanding adversely held 
king. The position of the king is 
unknown. It may be held either by 
East at the right of the declarer or 
by West at the left. If East holds 
the king, we can maneuver the leads 
in such a way as to lead from the 
dummy to our own hand, playing the 
queen in case East does not play the 
king.
